Regarding applicant's argument on page 8 that it Is unclear how the Examiner proposes to combine Takaai into Klein to form 
only the necessary layers and reduce manufacturing steps, this argument is not persuasive. By depending on the gate 
insulating layer of TakagI to form the channels 30. 30a of Klein permits less steps (such as the elimination of Fig 3d by putting 
the gate insulating film first and then doping phosphorous) since the thickness of the gate insulating layer determines the 
formation of the channels. Regarding the applicant's argument that a high energy implant would damage the gate oxide layer, 
this argument is not persuasive. In column 8. lines 13-34. Takaqi discloses that impurities are diffused through the gate 
insulating films .
